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US Air Force Withdraws ianval Linking Churches and Communists 


(Washington,D.C.) - US Air Force officials moved fast last week to ban a 
Reserve Officers' training manual accusing US churches of harbouring Communists, 


Air Force Secretary Dudley C. Sharp promptly announced the manual, 
issued Jan. 4, had been withdrawn after heated protests from the National 
Council of Churches and demands from several Consressmen for a full probe. 


Secretary Sharp issued a statement "categorically repudiating" the 
manual as "representing Air Force views", He said there would be a full- 
scale investigation to determine who was responsible for the preparation 
of the explosive material. He also said a check would be made to see if 
"similar material" is contained in any other Air Force or Air Reserve pub- 
lications,: 

Used as a text for a training course for non-commissioned officers in 
the Air Force, the manual contained these quotes; 


"Communists and Communist fellow-travellers have successfully in- 
filtrated our churches." 


"Tt is well known that even the pastors of certain of our churches 
are card-carrying Communists." 
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"The National Council of Churches of Christ in the U.S.A. officially 
sponsored the Revised Standard Version of the Bible, Of the 95 persons who 
served on this project, 50 have been affiliated with pro-Communist Fronts, 
projects and publications," 


The manual also attacks several prominent US religious leaders as 
members of Conmunist front-groups and as "apologists for Communism in the 
churches", 


Its text borrows liberally from unsubstantiated and sweeping accusations 
of Communists in religion made by witnesses before the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, It also makes a number of such accusations on its own 
attributing them to "a variety of authoritative sources". 


A chapter on "Security Education" concludes with the observation "From 
all of the foregoing, you can judge yourself how much you must be alert, and 
how carefully you mst evaluate any conversation, speech, article, sermon, or 
book which you may have occasions to hear or read", 


A copy of the controversial publication reached the National Council of 
Churches two weeks ago after it had been used in an instruction class in New 
Jersey and was shown by a reserve officer to his pastor who immediately 
contacted Council officials in New York. 


James W. Wine, NCC associate general secretary, in an indignant letter 
of protest to Defense Secretary Thomas S, Gates, Jr., wrote that,"The appearance 
of this material, in the circumstances, is a patent contravention of the First - 
Amendment to the Constitution." He added: 


"To imply some relationship between the Revised Standard Version of 
the Holy Bible and Communism is insidious and absurd, To aver by innuendo 
that the National Council of Churches is associated or in any way influenced 
by the Communist Party is an example of irresponsibility at its worst." 


Later at a meeting in Washington, Secretary of Defense Thomas 5, Gates, 
Jre, promised Mr. Wine there would be "a full investigation and explanation" 
of the matter, He also promised that a statement as to the responsibility 
for the manual and steps taken to correct the impression it has given will 
be made in time for presentation to the NCC's General Board when it holds 
Its next meeting Feb. 25. EPS, Geneva.e 


WCC Plans More Contacts with USSR Churches 


(Buenos Aires) - Plans for increased contacts with the Russian Orthodox Church 
and other USSR churches were reported in final sessions of the semi~annual 
meeting of the Executive Committee of the World Council of Churches in 
Buenos Aires. 

Steps outlined by the Committee to build increased friendship and under— 
standing between the Council and USSR churches included further exchange of 
visits and arrangements whereby young Russian Christian students may study — 
at the WCC's Ecumenical Institute at Bossey, near Genevar 

The Committee also gave its approval to plans for a continuing exchange 
of documents and for observers from the Russian churches to attend meetings 
of its Central Committee, and other major sessions. 
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(A five member WCC delegation visited Russian churches in December 
for 3 two-weeks visit. In June of 1959 two representatives of the Moscow 
Patriarchate spent four weeks in Geneva conferring with World Council officials. 
See EPS No.50, 1959.) 


The l2-member WCC Committee further heard reports that there have been 
= growing number of infoimal contacts between Roman Catholic experts and 
WCC officials on the subject of Christian unity. 


In an interview following the meeting, Dr. Y. A. Visser 't Hooft, WCC 
General Secretary, strongly endorsed these contacts. 


"I am personally convinced," he said, "that it is good to have these 
informal relations with Roman Catholics. We need 4 great deal of frank speear 
on several questions but it is better to do this in small groups than in some 
great public debate." 


In other sessions, the Committee approved arrangements for the next annual 
meeting of the WCC Central Committee to be held at St. Andrews, Scotland, 
August 16-24, and for a triennial meeting of the Faith and Order Commission, 
August 5-8 at St. Andrews. 


Also on August 14, it was announced, a special service will be held at 
ot. Giles' Cathedral in Mdinburgh, Scotland, to commemorate the 50th Anniversary 
of the First World Missionary Conference, out of which the Internaticnal Mis- 
Sionary Council was formed some ten years later. 


Dr. Ernest A. Payne, of London, Baptist, Central Committee vice-chairman 
was nominated by the Committee as chairman of the WCC's Division of Studies to 
succeed Dr, walter Freytag of Germany who died last October. The appointment is 
Subject t the endorsement of the Central Committee at its August meeting. Dr. 
Payne will continue as Central Committee vics-chairman.

Rules for Dialogue Offered 


(New York) - US Roman Catholics and Protestants were reading the same article 
last week about suggested next steps in conversaticns with each other. 


Two leading religious periodicals -ccne Protestant, the other Roman 
Catholic - published simultaneously an article laying down basic ground rules 
for dialogue between the two faiths. 


Entitled "Rules for the Dialogue" the article appeared in The Christian 
Century, Protestant undenominational weekly, and The Commonweal, a Roman 
Catholic weekly published by laymen. Tt was the first cooperative project of 
this type in religious journalism, 

The author is the Rev. Dr. Robert McAfee Brown, Auburn Professor of 
Systematic Theology at Union Theological Seminary, New York. 


Dr. Brown begins his article by observing that "everybody agrees that 
there should be dialogue". But, ke notes, "that rather awkward moment" has 
arrived when we want to talk, but do not yet quite know how to begin. 


He then outlines a set of ground rulcs. First, he says, "Hach partner 
must believe that the other is speaking in good faith". 
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"Many Roman Catholics toda : i 

ay are saying that the perpetuation of the division 
oe Christendom is not simply due to Protestant wrongheadedness but also due to ed 
wrong kind of Catholic intransigence," he writes.

Hach side, in other words, bears 
responsibility for the fact that Christendom is divided, and each side bears res-

Lutherans Launch Study of Roman-Catholicism 


(Geneva) - The Lutheran World Federation has launched its new programme of inter 
confessional research with a study of contemporary Roman Catholicism, 


The study will examine present-day Lutheran Christianity in the light of its 
changes since the Reformation and will look at modern Roman Catholicism both in 
ats theoretical bases and its practical manifestations". It will also examine 


Roman Catholic missionary work. 

Prof. K. E. Skydsgaard, prominent Danish Iutheran theologian, who will 
direct the study, in 2 statement on the Danish radio said the study is required 
because both the Lutheran and the Roman Catholic Ghurch have changed since the 
Reformation and there needs to be “a fresh examination of what we have in common 


and what separates us". 

Announcement of the study was commended in Paris by the fortnightly peri- 
odical, Informations Catholigues Intcrnationales. In a 3,000 word interview with 
Prof. Skydsgaard, the periodical gave a sympathetic report of his assessment of 
present-day Lutheran church life in the Scandinavian countries as well as of his 
views on the points of agreement and disagreement between the two confessions. It 
said of Prof. Skysgaard's book jaro Nes! (Yes or No) recently published in English 
translation, "There would be no way to get a better idea of what we have in common 
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An article published by the National Iutheran Council (US) noted that while 
such a Study would have been "unthinkable a few decades ago", there is now "a new 
climate of mutual study and conversaticn between Roman Cathnlics and Protestants" 
which makes it pnssible. 


Dr. Skydsgeard plans to begin his work with a trip through southern France, 
Spain and Italy, including visits to centres dedicated to the veneraticn of the 
Virgin Mary. Results of his initial research will be discussed by a small ccn- 
ference of Scandinavian theologians next summer, In 1961, a larger international 
theological seminar is contemplated. EPS, Geneva. 


Roman Catholic-Protestant Dialogues Increasing in West Germany 


(St. Paul, Minnesota) - More than half of all doctoral dissertations submitted to 
Roman Catholic theological faculties of West Germany deal with Protestant theology. 


This fact is indicative of the growing "dialogue" between Protestant and 
Catholic theologians in vest Germany, Ernest Kindler, a leading German Lutheran 
theologian said. Prof, Kindler is giving a series of lectures at St. Paul's Luther 
Theological Seminary. 


Pref. Kindler said the theological encounters between members of the two 
faiths have multiplied since the end of World War II, when Protestant and Catholic 
clergymen were brought closer together by their common struggle against Nazism. He 
said these encounters take place in annual week-long meetings cf Lutheran and 
Catholic professors, in local church discussions and in teoks and articles.

New WCC Book on Religious Liberty March 4, 1960. 


(Geneva) - An increasing number of Roman Catholic theologians, including "very im- 
portant members of the hierarchy" favour complete religicus freedom. 


This thesis, which contradicts the view generally held by most Protestants 
and other non-Romans, is advanced in a new book published in Geneva by the Werld 
Council of Churches. 


The 95-page volume is the first study of the subject published by the World 
Council, which with 172-member churches of the Anglican, Orthedox and Protestant 
confessiens, forms the largest single grouping of Christians outside the Roman 
Catholic Church. 


Its author is Dr. A. F. Carrillo de Albornoz, of Geneva, research associate 
for the Study of Religious Liberty being conducted by a specially appointed 14- 
member commission under the auspices of the WCC's Division of Studies. The book is 
part of the material prepared for the Commissicn's study. 


A preface to the book, which is extensively documented, notes that it is con- 
cerned with the investigation of only one aspect of the Roman Catholic view of re- 
ligious liberty: "that which considers freedom of religion as essentially linked 
with the Christian and evangelical spirit". 


The book advances these main points: 


- Although it is true that many Roman Catholics still hold to 
the .ld-line position which seeks to restrict the freedom of 
non-Roman Catholics, there is a growing number of Roman Catho- 
lic theologians who defend a new theory in favour of complete 
religious liberty which is "quite different and even opposite" 
to the old doctrine. 


- This new thesry has not been condemed, but on the contrary, 
is supported by very important members of the Roman Catholic 


hierarchy. 
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- The theory is not a tactical variant cf the old doctrine for 
reasons of opportunism, but another radical and irreductible 
doctrinal position which is very Sincerely and fiercely fighting 
the old one, 


- No decisive statement against religious freedom, as it is under- 
stood by Roman Catholic thinkers, has ever been pronounced by 
the Roman Catholic Church. (The condemations of the Popes in 
the 19th Century were directed against "absolute freedom" and 
were "time conditioned" i.e, "without eternal validity", ) 


- Modern Popes, particularly Fius XI and Pius XII have 
Sought to find a conciliation between Cathclic principles 
and the new society founded on liberty. 


However, it is true, Dr, Carrillo points out, that "there is still no autho-= 
ritative and decisive statement of the highest Roman Catholic Hierarchy in favour 
of religious freedom", 


This is probably so, he adds, "because it does not consider the actual 
controversy among Roman Catholic theologians as sufficiently ripe for making a final 
decision". 


What is required, Dr. Carrillo states, is that Roman Catholic theologians 
"vark towards a completely satisfactory formulation of the theology of religious 
freedom", To this end, he says, "the very notion of liberty o the doctrinal plane’ 
and other matters must be redefined and clarified. 


A concluding chapter on religious freedom aud ecumenism deplores the fact 
that "the question of religious freedom has so frequently been treated in a general 
atmosphere of suspicion and distrust as far as the doctrine of the Roman Catholic 
Church is concerned", 


"Teo many Protestants seem to believe that all Roman Catholics (even those 
who defend religious liberty) are of bad faith and voluntarily tergiversate in this 
matter with the Machiavellian intention of misleading Protestants or that they have 
as the unique goal, in all they say and do, political domination. 


"As for Roman Catholics many of them also seem to think that Protestants 
raise the question of religivus liberty merely as a pretext to attack the Catholic 
Church." 


The book makes a special plea that both Protestants and Roman Catholics learn 
to approach the matter without bitterness and with genuine faith in the sincerity 
and good faith of each other. (Copies are available from WCC Publieations, Geneva 
Portions have appeared in "The Ecumenical Review" a WCC Publication.)

Billy Graham Evaluates Mass Evangelism 


(Chicago) - American evangelist Billy Graham evaluating his career over the last 
decade says he has concluded that mass evangelism "is not the most ideal method of 


proclaiming the Christian message". 


However, the technique stil. is important because the "conscience of the 
community” can be deeply stirred through such campaigns. 


Dr. Graham, for whom such mass evangelistic techniques have become almost a 
personal trademark, expresses his views in the Feb, (L7 issue of The Christian 
Century, wndenominational weekly published in Chicago. His article was one in a 
series on "How My Mind Has Changed".

The Pontiff said that he did not believe such discussiens would "solve any- 
thing". He added that, "If the separated brothers wish to do something concrete 
about the desire for unity, which is something we all share, we can say to them with 
keen affection: ‘This is your house; this is the house of those who bear the sign 
Sronei st yk! EPS, Geneva. 


Ban On All Nuclear Tests Asked 


(New York) - Thirty-eight prominent US religicus, civic and educational leaders have 
appealed to President Hisenhower tn seek "an immediate agreement to ban all nuclear 
tests", 


They asked the Chief Executive to "renew the test ban moratorium, to avoid 
demands for such a flawlessly reliable agreement that agreement itself becomes im- 
possible and to lend your influence to achieving a workable treaty". 


The statement also asked for a joint British-Russian-American study "over a 
two-year period of methods for detecting low range exolosions", 


The appeal was released by the Programme for Disarmament, a cooperative 
ageacy representing Friends (Quakers), Brethren and Methodist Church agencies and 
other organizations working for peace. 


The Executive Committee of the World Council of Churches called for a similar 
ban on all atomic tests at its recent semi-annual meeting in Buenos Aires. (See 
EPS No. 7) EPS, Geneva. 


Protestant Pavilion Sold to Brussels Church 


(Brussels) - The Protestant Pavilion erected for the Brussels World's Fair has been 
sold to the American Church at the Hague, Holland. It will be used for the services 
and. other congregational activities ef the interdencminational Protestant church 
which serves the American community in the Dutch city. 


At one time it was feared that the Pavilicn might be sold to a zoo for use as 
a monkey house. This offer was made last year, The Protestant Pavilicn was built 
by contributions of Protestants in many parts of the wcrld. The International 
Christian Committee formed to aid the Pavilion was continued after the Fair closed 
in the hope that it could be turned into a permanent ecumenical centre in Brussels. 


We are happy that the Pavilion has not been dismantled or converted to an 
inappropriate use,” Mrs, Theodore 0. Wedel, Washington, D.C., said. "We under- 
stand that there will be an esumenical centre in connection with the Pavilion che iciaks) 
Hague. But we have not abandoned hopes for an ecumenical centre in Brussels, which 
is fast becoming the centre of the new European ccmmunity." EPS, Geneva. 
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Six Denominatiens to Build Congo Seminary 


(New York) - Six Protestant groups of three countries will establish a theological 
seminary in Elisabethville, the Belgian Conco. 


The new seminary will provide training for from 75 to 100 students at ene 
time and will offer a four-year programme on the same academic level as that of the 
Congo government university, whose campus is near the site of the new seminary. 

It will cost an estimated £300,000 when completed. The land on which it will be 
Situated will be given by the Congolese Government. 


The seminary will open in October of this year in temporary headquarters and 
construction of the new building is also expected to get underway this fall. 


The sponsoring groups are The Methodist Church, the Disciples of Christie. 
American Baptist Convention, the British Baptist Church, the Presbyterian Church am 
the US (Southern), and the Belgian Mission Society (Reformed). Eight ether denomi- 
nations are also reported to be interested in helping establish the seminery.

Time Running Out for West, Anglican Leader Says 


(London) - The Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, the newly-appninted executive officer of 
the Anglican Communion, said on arrival in London from a six-weeks' trip to the Far 
Hast that "the days in which the West can move freely in the Orient are limited". 


"Time is running out and it is going mich faster than anyone in the West 
imagines", Bishop Bayne told reporters. He emphasized the necessity for the west- 
ern church to do what it could before it has to retire and leave the burden on the 
Shoulder of the indigenous churches. 


Bishop Bayne said he viewed the coming disengagement of the ivest and Hast not 
in terms of specific anti-Christian or anti-Western feeling, but as an historical 
necessity in the light of the depth of the poverty and the strength of the national-, 
meu anethese countries. 


He said he was warmly welcomed everywhere he went, but that in the face of 
the tremendous desire of the Hast for self-respect and a higher standard of dignity, 
the West represents the force which has kept it in second place for so long and so 
has to go. In this situation, he added, the western missionary's life in the 
Orient will become increasingly difficult. 

Bishop Bayne said the visit left him a more ardent supporter than ever of a 
Church statement adopted by the Lambeth Conference of 1958 favouring family planning. 
He said other forms of populetion control now being used in the Orient are 
shocking to the Christian consciences, He said there were more than one millicn 
abortions last year in Japan - more than the number of live births. 


Bishop Bayne visited Japan, Borneo, Indoncsia, India, and Malaya. He was 
appointed chief executive officer of the Anglican Communion in 1958, An American, 
he was formerly Bishop of Olympia, a diocese of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the USA. EPS, Geneva. 


Opponents of Women Ministers Under Fire 

(Stockholm) - The Swedish press has given a very hostile reception to a manifesto 
issued last month opposing the ordination of women to the ministry of the Swedish 
Lutheran Church. 

The manifesto issued by the "confessional front" advocated a policy of non- 
cooperation with the three women ministers to be ordained this spring. (See EPS 
No. 5) 

Ostecta Correspendenten, a well-known Conservative daily denounced it as a 
"boycott manifesto". Gefle Dagblad, a Liberal paper described it as "un-Christian" 
and "unloving". 
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Reports also indicate there has been widespread opposition among the laity 
to the manifesto. They said that in several congregations there has been what 
amounts to a boycott against services conducted by ministers who are known not to 
favour the ordination of women, The decision to ordain women was made by the 
Bishops' Conference at its meeting in late January. EPS, Geneva. 


Lutheran Hour Will Broadcast From Spain 


(New York) ~ The Lutheran Hour has announced that it has completed arrangements for 
what is probably to be the only series of Protestant broadcasts ever to be put on 
the air by the state radio of Roman Catholic Spain. 


The Lutheran Hour broadcasts, however, will not be in Spanish, but in Eston- 
ian and will be beamed at castern Europe, especially the Baltic area. 


The arrangements were made with the Estonian Voice of Freedom, a group cf 
exiles who for the past five years have been using the short-wave transmitters of 
Radio Nacional de Espana in Madrid to broadcast to their homeland. 


The. Lutheran Hour will broadcast twice every Sunday a ten-minute programme 
featuring a message by Pastor Rudolf Kiviranna, an Estonian escapee who now serves 
a Latvian congregation in the United States. The Iutheran Hour, one of the largest 
international Protestant radio enterprises in the world, is sponsored by the Luther- 
an Church - Missouri Synod of North America. EPS, Geneva.
